Transfer of Timber Lands. 

One of the most important indi¬ 
vidual transfers of timber land 
took place a short time ago, when 
Leslie L. Mason of Bethel, now re¬ 
siding in Portland, sold to the 
Umbagog Paper Company, nearly 
five thousand acres of valuable 
timber land in Newry. This land 
lies next to the Andover and Han¬ 
over lines and is favorably situated 
for operating. Mr. Mason has 
himself, operated on this land for 
a number of seasons, and has re¬ 
moved much timber, but the land 
is still heavily timbered and valu¬ 
able. The growth consists largely 
of spruce and birch. This land is 
a. part of the large holdings of the 
late O. H. Mason of Bethel, which 
passed, upon his death, to his chil¬ 
dren, Leslie L. and Alice G. Mason 
Some other lots have been sold but 
mnch is still retained. The father 
of O. IT. Mason was Ayers Mason, 
one of Bethel’s wealthiest men. 
He owned large tracts of timber 
j; lands and from him the lands 
[ passed to his children, among 
whom was O. H. Mason, Wm. W. 
Mason, who died a few years ago 
in Bethel, and Charles Mason who 
now resides in Bethel. William. 
W. Mason, during his lifetime, 
added greatly to his holdings of 
timber lands, and at his death, left 
a large property in them. These 
lands are now mostly owned by 
his heirs, although a large tract 
was sold, two years ago, to A. 3. 
Bean of West Bethel. These tracts 
are in Newry, Roxbury and Byron, 
and have been operated some 
during the past few years by 1. W. 
Mason, who runs a saw mill on 
Swift river about two miles from 
Rumford Fails. Mr. Charles Ma¬ 
son still owns valuable timber 
tracts in northern Oxford. Mr. 
Seth Walker of Bethel also owns a 
large timber district in this sec 
tion upon which he operates nearly 
every season.' These are among 
the few valuable private holdings 
of timber lands in Oxford county, 
which are rapidly Being brought 
up by large corporations to pro¬ 
vide for their mills in the future.

Mrs. SeamensSpeaks to the Citizens 
of Bethel. 

Last Saturday and Sunday the 
village of Bethel was honored by a 
visit from Mcs. Jennie Seamens, 
State organizer of the W. C. T. U. 
She came to represent the interests 
of that organization, and certainly 
did so in a very creditable manner. 

Her address Saturday afternoon 
in Garland Chapel was delivered to 
a good sized congregation of ladies. 
She dealt principally with the re¬ 
lation of mothers to children in 
regard to social purity. 

Although Saturday evening is 
not the most desirable time for a 
public address, yet at the time ap¬ 
pointed for the lecture Saturday 
night, Garland Chapel was well 
filled with an audience of interest¬ 
ed men and women. Mrs.Seamens 
spoke of the origin of theW.C.T.U. 
and gave a very interesting out¬ 
line of its methods of work amon g 
the different lines in which the 
organization is engaged. Miss 
Purington contributed to the 
interests of the evoning by singing 
a solo. 

Another public address was 
given Sunday afternoon at three 
o’clock In the Congregational 
church. Mrs. Mason, the presi¬ 
dent of the local union, presided. 
Miss Frost sang the beautiful solo, 
“I Hear Thee Speak of a Better 
Land.” The subject of the address: 
“Some reasons why the liquor 
traffic exists in our country,” 
was dealt with in a very practical 
and masterly manner. Senti¬ 
mentalism was pushed into the 
background, and a long array of 
strong, startling, and stubborn 
facts was presented in support of 
the speaker’s position. The four 
general reasons given for the exis¬ 
tence of the liquor traffic were: 
Appetite, Avarice, Ambition, Ap¬ 
athy. First, the appetite of the 
drunkard;second the avarice of the 
saloon-keeper; third, the ambition 
of politicians,and fourth, the apathy 
of Christians. It was a strong, 
logical, and indisputable argument 
for the suppression of the saloon 
and liquor traffic. 

In the evening she gave another 
short, but very interesting address 
before the Y. P, S. C. E. of the 
Congregational church. 

M rs. Seamens proved herself an 
interesting speaker, and she held 
the close attention of her audience 
throughout. 

The weather preveuted a larger 
audience, but those who do not 
take weather into account at such 
times, were amply repaid for what 
effort they may have made. It is 
only to be hoped that the speak¬ 
er’s wise Words not only interested 
her hearers, bat that they stimu¬ 
lated, in all who heard them, 
stronger and deeper desires and 
determination to do positive work 
against the greatest curse that 
rests on the American nation to¬ 
day. 

First Maine Heavy Artillery. 

After waiting for months the 
final marching orders came, and 
on October 29th the start was 
made from Augusta to the South, 
and probably for Porto Rico or 
Cuba. It was a sad leave-taking 
for many a mother, wife, and sister, 
who will wait and watch for a 
word from the dear one; but the 
boys were anxious to be away. On 
Sunday morning at 7 o’clock the 
transport Mississippi sailed away 
from Boston harbor with the Maine 
troops on board. It was a very 
wet and dreary welcome that Bos¬ 
ton gave 1 the Maine boys when 
they arrived, decked out in new 
uniforms, and looking as if they 
were ready to stand against the 
deadliest enemy. The four batter¬ 
ies were; A, Capt. H. G. Crockett, 
180 men, Lewiston; B, Capt. F. 
M. Hume, 90 men, Houlton and 
surrounding towns; C, (Capt. T.JEE. 
Jewett, being sick), Lieut. W. D. 
Whitney, 86 men, Gardiner; D, 
Capt, W. R. Kimbali, 82 men, 
[Bath. About 25 men were left at 
camp on account of sickness.

ROLLER FLOUR MILL. 

H. A. Edwards’ Roller Flour Mill In 
Successful Operation. 

The second roller flour mill in 
Caribou, belonging to H. A. Ed¬ 
wards, is now in successful opera¬ 
tion, and is running in the smooth¬ 
est possible manner, being driven 
by a 55 h. p. electric motor, fur¬ 
nished by the Maine Electric Co. of 
Portland. 

When Mr. Edwards promised, 
last spring, to erect a roller 
flour mill in Caribou, people 
realized that such an institution 
would soon be an assured fact, and 
rejoiced accordingly. 

On June 13th, a contract was 
made with the Nordyke & Mar- 
mon Co. of Indianapolis, Ind., who 
have no superiors in the world in 
the manufacture of roller flour 
machinery, to furnish Mr. Edwards 
with machinery for a 60-bari'el-per 
day mill, containing all the latest 
improvements. How well these 
gentlemen fulfilled their contract, 
may he inferred from the fact that 
the latest patent on the machinery 
was granted July 15th of this year. 

. Before the arrival of the machin¬ 
ery, Mr> Edwards erected a new 
building, 22 x 22 feet, three stories 
high, with a basement, connected 
with the old mill. 

After the machinery had been 
received aud placed in running 
order, it was tried by tbe water 
power furnished at the mill and 
found to work to perfection. A 
delay of several weeks in starting 
the mill was occasioned, however, 
by the failure of the motor to put 
in an appearance. 

Tuis (Thursday) morning the 
new mill was started by the elec¬ 
tric motor, and the manner in 
which it runs, reflects great credit 
not only upon the makers of the 
machinery, but also upon those 
who constructed the new building 
and who set up the machinery, 
chief among whom was R. O, 
Drtlhstroin, he having charge of 
the work. Quite a number of Cari¬ 
bou people have visited the mill 
to-day, and are well pleased with 
the manner In which it does its 
work. 

The mill consists of three double 
stand rolls, one swing sifter giving 
19. different separations, a large 
purifier, dust collector, differential 
reel, Eureka cleaner, and other 
small machinery to go with it;. 

In quantity of flour produced, 
this mill stands equal to that of 
any flour mill in the country, and 
Mr. Ed wards will charge 10 cts, per 
bushel for grinding, or will take as 
toll, every tenth bushel. 

-Mr. Edwards has also added to 
his mill the very latest improved 
buckwheat bolts, and is thus en¬ 
abled to turn out a very superior 
quality of buckwheat flour. •

Although nearly.all are well to do, 
no attempt at display is ever made. 
The homes are in one story houses, 
built about a house where the sect 
meet on Sundays. "Where they have 
no meeting house they meet in the 
homes of the families, each in-turn. 
They have no ministers. Each mem 
her of the sect says and does what 
he considers best for the community. 

. When they meet at one of the homes, 
the host always has ready a good 
meal. 

This sect wear peculiar clothing. 
The women make all the men’s 
clothes. When the baby boy’s dress¬ 
es are taken from him, he is clothed 
in the garb he is to wear for life. 
They wear trousers reaching to the 
ankles and boots to the knees. A 
waistcoat and a hat complete the 
outfit, except in cold weather, when 
an overcoat is added. Only heavy 
brown or black material is used in 
making the elothes of the men. 

The young-women dress in Sither 
black or bright blue and use no trim¬ 
mings. Their aprons are always 
brown. Cashmere is the cloth used 
for dresses. The bonnet is after the 
sunbonnet style and has a skirt in 
the rear. Brown and black satin is 
used to make them. To keep out the 
cold of winter the women wear 
black cashmere shawls. 

There are no barbers in the com¬ 
munity. The hair is allowed to 
grow. These people never take part 
in politics, never go to. court and 
don’t have photographs taken. They 
never insure their property, and if 
one should lose his the others start 
him anew. The parents match the 
children as soon as they are horn, 
and they are brought up in each oth¬ 
er’s company and are made to un¬ 
derstand that they are to marry and 
always live together after they 
leave their homes. Children stay 
with their parents until they marry.
